Most -of the present employes In 
this class entered the government 10, 
25, c-r 50 years a.go,-.f when .govern- 
ment pay wa.s conside'red remunera- 
tive. 
Now they have grown experi- 
enced in their particular specialties, 
and as there is no competition for 
their services they stay on until they 
die. But as vacancies occur no more 
satisfactory candidates can be ob- 
tained. 


-••The futility of trying- to get new 


men under the present salary sched- 
ule was\ shown recently when the 
National' Research" council wrote to 
40 leading colleges and universities 
to ask if their graduates were Inter- 
ested in federal service, and if not, 
why not. 
Carnegie university, Tale, 
a id moat of the other universities 
reported that not one of their recent 
irraduates would consider the gov- 
ernment service as . a career, while 
'California and Massachusetts univer- 
sities said that they had advised their 
men not to enter- the government. 
Inadequate compensation was the ex- 
plana.tlon of this attitude of the col- 
leges. What it means to the country 
can best be understood by ..taking

tlie Fox village, some mites distant, to direct them to 
treat 111 in well as he passed—which they did. .He -went 
to the head of the Mississippi, and then, returned to St.

being supplied with goods by British traders. 


•yV'e. were fortunate in not giving up our medals— 


ror we learned afterwards, from our traders, that the 
chiefs high up on the Jlississippi, who gave theirs, never 
received any in exchange for them. 
But the fault was 


not with the young American chief.1 He was a good 
man, and a great brave—and died in his country's 
service.' 


Some moons after this young chief descended the 


Mississippi, one of our people killed an American—and 
was connflcd, In tho prison at St. T_,ouis. for the offense. 
•We held a council at our village to see what could be 
done-for him,—which determined that Quash-ciua-me, 
Pa-she-pa-ho, Ou-che-CLua-ka, and Ha-She-quar-bi-ciua, 
should go down to St. I.ouis, see our American, father,

At night we made the attempt, and succeeded to 
fire the buildings several times, but without effect, as 
the fire was always instantly extinguished. 


The next day I took my rifle, and shot in two the 


cord by vlilch they hoisted their flag, and prevented 
them fronvrn.islng.it again. 
"We continued 'firing until 


all our ammunition was expended; and finding that we 
could not take the fort, returned, home, having- had one 
Winnebago killed, and one wounded, 'during the siege. 
T have since learned that the trader, who lived in the 
fort, wounded the Winnebago when he was scalping 
the first man that was killed! The Winnebago rccovr 
I'red. is now living, and is very friendly disposed to- 
wards tho trader, believing- him to be a great brave! 


Soon after our return home, news reached us that 


a war was going to take place between the British and 
the Americana. . Runners continued to arrive from dif- 
ferent tribes, all confirming- the report of the' expected 
war. 
The British agent. Col. Dixon, was holding talks 


with, and making presents to. the different tribes. 1 
had not made up my mind whether to join the British 
or remain neutral. 
T had not discovered one good'trait 


in the character of the Americans that had come to the 
country. 
They made, fail- promises, but never fulfilled 


them! 
"Whilst the British made but few—but we could 


always rely upon Iheir word! 


One of our people having killed a Frenchman at 


Prairie du Chle'n. the British took him prisoner, and

Qunsh-ciua-me and party remained a long: time ab- 


sent. They at length returned, and encamped a short 
distance below the village—but did not come up that 
day—ri'or did any person approach their camp! 
They 


appeared to be dressed in fine coats, and had medals! 
From these circumstances, we were in hopes that they 
had brought good news. 
Early the next morning, tlie 


Council Lodge was crowded—Quash-ciua-me and party 
came up, and grave us 'the following account of their 


. mission:

"On the'ir arrival at St. Louis, they met their Amer- 


ican father, and explained to him'their business, and 
urged'the release of their friend. 
The'American chief 


told them he wanted land—and they/had agreed to give 
him some on the west Hide of the Mississippi, and some 
on the Illinois side opposite the Jeffreon. 
When the 


business was all arranged, they expected to have their 
friend released to come home with them. Biit about the 
time they worn ready to start, their friend was let out of 
prison, who ran a short distance, and was shot dead! 
This is ti.ll they could recollect of what was said and 
done. 
They had been drunk the greater part of the 


time. they'w'erc! In St. :Louis." 


This is all myself or nation knew ot the treaty of

When 1 arrived n t Peoria, he WHS 'not there, but had- 
gone to Chicago. 
T visited the Pottawn tomie rilhigps. 


and "then returned 'to Jiock river. 
Soon sifter which, 


our friends returned from their visit to our flreat Fnthnr 
—and related what lind been said and done. 
.Their 


Great Father (they Maid) wisher! i;s. In the event ofwa- 
taking place with England, not to interfere on eit-inv 
side—bnt to remain nr-utr.'il. 
He did not. want our heln 


—but wished us to hi-'nt and support our rnrnilies. and 
live in peac-e. 
Hf. said that British traders would not be 


permitted to come on the Mississippi., to furnish iis with 
poofls—but wo would be well supplied by nn. America.n 
trader. 
Our chiefs then told him tha.t the British trad- 


ers always gave us credits in the fal!. for guns, powder 
arid goods, to enable us to hunt, and clothe our famUies. 
He replied that the trader at Fort Madison/-would have 
plenty of goods—that we should go tl/ere. in the fall, 
and lie would supply us on credit, as the British traders 
had done. The party gave a good account of 'what they 
had seen,, and the kind treatment they received. 


This information pleased ua all very much. We all 


ng-reed to follow our Great Father's advice. anfTnot in-' 
terfere with the war. 
Our women were much pleased 


at this good news. 
Every thing went on cheerfully in 


our village. We resumed our pastimes of playing ball, 
horse racing, and dancing-, which had been laid aside 
,vhen this great war was first talked about. . 


We had fine crops of corn, which were now ripe—- 


and our women were engaged in gathering it. and mak- 
ing caches to contain it. In a short time we were ready 
to start to Fort. Madison, to get our supply of. goods, 
that 'we might proceed to our hunting grounds. 
We 


passed merrily down the river—all in high -.spirits.. .1 
had determined to spend the winter at my old favorite 
hunting ground, on Skunk river, and left part of my 
corn and mats at its mouth, to take up when I returned; 
others did the same. 
Next morning we arrived at the 


fort, and maae our encampment. Myself and principal 
men paid a visit to' the war chi'et at the fort. 
He re- 


ceived us kindly.; and gave us some.tobacco, pipes and 
provisions. 
The'trader came 


shook hands with him- 


wildfowl resorted to the deeper and 
open water. . The divers did not feel 
it so much, but the shoalwater feed- 
ers bogan to sense their inaptness at 
securing all their appetites craved. 
Then the wind raged contiuously 


out of l.he northwest, every breath 
driving them to the timber. The wind

always spoke the truth: But the war chief said that the 
trader coulcl not furnish us on credit—and that he had 
received no instructions from our Great Father -at 
Washington! We left .the fort dissatisfied, and-went to 
our camp. What was now to be done,: we knew not. 
We questioned the party that brought us the. news from 
our Gc'rat Father, that we woul£ get credit for our win- 
ter's supplies, at this'place.1 They still told the same 
story, and insisted upon its truth. Few of us slept that 
night-

intelligence that T^a Gutrie, a British .trader, had "landed 
at Hock Island, with two boats loaded with goods— 
and. requested us to come up immediately—because he 
had'-good news for us, and a variety of.presents.

The news run through • our camp like fire, in the 


prairie.
